Elba City Council and Elba 
Water and Electric Board 
meet for joint work session

The Elba City Council and 
Elba Water & Electric Board 
met in a joint work session 
Monday evening, June 18th. 

The group discussed 
ways to effectively use 
Capital Outlay funds for the 
betterment of the communi- 
ty. The members also held a 
brief discussion on a possi- 
ble downtown development 
grant that could be used to 
upgrade and coordinate a 
uniform plan for the 
facades of the downtown 
commercial buildings. 

The group was vocal on 
their opinion that city 
owned buildings (Old Dime 
store and Elba Florist build- 
ing) have their facades 
brought up to the standards 
expected of all commercial 
buildings around the 
Square- and soon. 

Pictures of various 
options for new City of 
Elba signs on four incom- 
ing highways, Hwy 189- 
Kinston Hwy, High 84 East 
to Enterprise and West to 
Opp and Hwy 87-South to 
Samson were also dis- 
cussed. Those present sug- 
gested that if funds are not 
available to construct brick 
signs at each of the four 
sites, the four-lane U.S. 84, 
both to Opp and to 
Enterprise be the first con- 
structed. They also urged 


simple signs that read 
something like “Welcome 


~ to Elba, Alabama”. 


Way-Faring signs (direc- 
tion to various facilities) 
are being planned but those 
involving the bypass will 
be postponed until work on 
the four-lane is completed. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
made notes on the sugges- 
tions and told the assembled 
group of officials he would 
draw up a working plan, 
using their ideas and present 
it to the city council. 

One need that is already 
in long-range plans is addi- 
tional garbage cans. The 
city council agreed last year 
to buy new cans over a sev- 
eral year period, as funds 
are available. 

The next Elba City 
Council meeting is set for 
Monday evening, June 25, at 
5:30 p.m. at Elba City Hall.

President Donald Trump’s TV interview on the White 
House front lawn recently has left a lot of folks shocked 
and furious. While speaking with a TV news crew, Trump 
praised North Korean leader Kim Jong Un — as he’s done 
multiple times — saying he believed it possible for Kim to 
visit Washington. Then he added, “He’s the head of a 
country ..... he speaks and his people sit up at attention. 
I want my people to do the same.” ... . Upon hearing that 
the immediate reaction in this corner was, “Mr. President 
I ain’t your people” — but alas all Americans are ‘his peo- 
ple’ right now and until the American voters elect some- 
one else. Right now it looks as if he can’t do anything 
wrong in the eyes of the U. S. masses. We as a country are 
so disgruntled with the politics of those administrating our 
government (at every level) that his off-the-wall uttering 
just gains him more support — regardless of all the nega- 
tives it is doing to America, 


Heavy rains last week upset some Elba citizens when they 
saw, or heard, that Beaver Dam Creek, on Elba’s West 
side, was overflowing its banks. Elba citizens remember 
that a raging Beaver Dam Creek is what broke a weak spot 
in the levee during 1998, and thus flooded the town. All 
that was before the major upgrade of the levee by the 
Army Corp of Engineers. We did get over nine inches of 
rain Thursday and Friday in the Beaver Dam watershed, 
but that was not enough to cause any major flooding, nor 
even challenge the reinforced levee. 


We had sensed for some time that there were major prob- 
lems within the Business Council of Alabama (BCA) but 
the very public way Alabama Power Company severed 
ties with a group they helped organize gave our thoughts 
a lot of credibility. BCA has always.been very involved in 
state and federal politics, but some of that has not played 
well with members and the general public in recent years. 
Now everyone is promising to ‘make some changes’, but 
it will take a long time to get the organization back to the 
position of respect it was in a few years ago. We wish 
them luck with their changes and hopefully BCA and 
Alabama Power can mend their fences and rejoin hands. 
We hush with this opinion . . . we think the smooth way of 
doing things that former House Speaker Seth Hammett is 
known for would speed the healing process if they do 
actually offer him the leadership position - and he accepts. 


The Elba City Council has not yet announced a front-run- 
ner for the position of Chief of Police. Mayor Mickey 
Murdock said last week that he would begin interviewing 
from the list of over 30 applicants the next day but he has 
been tight lipped about the progress of those interviews. 
We have not asked him any direct questions about the can- 
didates and the rumor mill is almost completely dry as 
well. Meanwhile Coffee County Chief Deputy Ronnie 
Whitworth, is holding, down the position. Whitworth is a 
former chief of the department so he is getting up to speed 
much faster than someone who never served in the depart- 
ment could.

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Black bears

When the photo popped 
up on my smartphone, I 
wasn’t sure what it was. 
Something was swimming 
in the south end of Mobile 
Bay, and I facetiously 
asked, “Killer whale?” 

The reply came back, 
“Black bear.” I expanded 
the photo, and, yep, there 
was a telltale round, black 
ear. I knew this photo, 
taken by inshore fishing 
guide Patrick Hill, would 
go viral. 

However, as rare as this 
sighting may be, this is not 
the first time it’s happened. 
About 20 or so years ago, a 
black bear swam the south 
end of Mobile Bay, hung 
out on the Eastern Shore a 
little while, and swam back 
to where he came from, 
probably headed toward a 
population of black bears in 
the Grand Bay area. 

Alabama Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries 
Division Large Carnivore 
Coordinator Thomas 
Harms was not really sur- 
prised that a black bear 
took a shortcut recently, 
headed west from the Fort 
Morgan area. 

“We have bear pictures 
from Orange Beach and 
Fort Morgan and the Weeks 
Bay area,” Harms said. “I 
think there is a corridor 
there. These bears some- 
times just make a big loop. 
“Bears are excellent 
swimmers. It was probably 
just a young male on the 
move.” 

If anyone should see a 
bear, Harms said the main 
course of action is to 
remain calm and let the 
bear leave the area. 

“There’s no need to freak 
out if you see a bear,” he 
said. “It’s kind of like my 
father taught me about 
chainsaws. He said don’t be 
scared of them but respect 
them. It’s the same thing 
with animals. If you’re 
scared of it, just like chain- 
saws, it has the potential to 
hurt you. With a bear, don’t 
fear it. When you see one, 
give it space and let it go 


away. on: itsown: aire * 


“We've never had a beat 


3 attack i in Alabama. It’s even 


rare in the states where the 
population densities of 
bears are much higher. Just 
give them space, and let 
them know you’re there. 
They don’t see very well 
and don’t hear very well. 
Say whatever you want to, 
just be loud and let them 
know you're there. They 
will typically turn around 
and leave.” 

Harms said the black 
bear males in Alabama can 
reach weights of 250-300 
pounds and live to be 15-20 
years old. Females usually 
weigh 150-200 pounds. 
Harms said the likely adult 
population of bears for the 
entire state is estimated at 
300-400 animals. The. pop- 
ulation in northeast 
Alabama has a Georgia 
ancestry, while the south- 
west population has Florida 
roots. 

He said a new small pop- 
ulation has popped up in 
Conecuh National Forest in 
Escambia County. 

“I’ve got pictures of a 
sow with cubs in Conecuh 
National Forest,” Harms 
said. “If you have a sow 
with cubs, you know you 
have a viable population of 
bears living there.” 

Harms said the annual 
cycle for black bears starts 
in February when the sows 
drop their cubs. In April 
and May, the males start 
expanding their home 
range first, followed by the 
females with the yearling 
cubs. The year-old females 
will settle on the fringes of 
the mother’s home range, 
but the yearling males are 
run completely out of the 
area, which is when the 
bulk of the human contact 
occurs. 

“These young males get 
pushed out by their moth- 
ers, and then they get 
pushed even farther by the 
adult males,” Harms said. 
“These males are young 
and dumb. If they detect a 
dominant male, usually by 
smell, they’ll keep moving 
until they find a place 


on n the move in hhh 
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Inshore fishing guide Patrick Hill found an unusual 
sight recently on a trip near Fort Morgan. He managed 
to take a couple of photos of a black bear swimming west 
in the south end of Mobile Bay.

where they don’t detect any 
other males. These are typ- 
ically the ones that get 
turned around and into the 
suburbs and cities. 

“The bulk of the calls we 
get this time of year is these 
young males passing 
through people’s yards in 
downtown Birmingham. It 
happens every year. We had 
one in downtown Daphne. 
One went from Georgia, 
through Alabama, all the 
way to Mississippi. That 
bear may stay there, but it 
could turn around and 
come back.” 

Right now, June and July 
is the breeding season for 
Alabama bears, which 
means the adult males will 
be on the move. 

“The large adult males 
are looking around for 
receptive females this time 
of year,” Harms said. “June 
and July is when the adult 
males are moving the most. 
The home range for an 
adult male can be up to 59 
square miles, depending on 
the habitat. For females, the 
home range is about 20 
square miles. 

“Habitat in the Sblith lest 
“part'éfithe state.is.a lot bet- 
ter, which makes the home 
range smaller than in north- 
east Alabama. It’s just the 
type of habitat. You go 
from mountainous habitat 
in the northeast to bottom- 
lands in the southwest with 
tons of fruits, berries and 
vegetation. The bears live 
in the bottomlands and use 
them for corridors. They go 
to the uplands to eat. But 
they’re never too far from 
water. In the southwest, 
they don’t have to go too 
far to the next drainage. In 
the northeast, they may 
have to cross a mountain. 
They have to go much 
longer distances to get the 
same benefits.” 

Harms said the bears in 
Alabama have a 94-percent 
vegetarian diet. Because 
Alabama does not have 
harsh winters, the bears can 
thrive with much less pro- 
tein in the diet. He said 
bears are opportunistic 
meat eaters if they stumble 
onto a whitetail fawn or 
surprise a rabbit. 

“Bears can’t chase down 
a rabbit, and once a fawn is 
able to get up and run, the 
bear can’t chase it down,” 
he said. “Bears can reach 
speeds of 35 miles per hour, 
but only for very short dis- 
tances. They are not very 
good predators. They will 
take advantage of any dead 
animals they come across, 
sometimes called carrion. 

Deer that succumb to the 
rigors of winter and the rut 
often become the main 
course for a lucky bear.” 

Harms said bears in 
Alabama don’t really hiber- 
nate. During the few cold 
days of winter, he said 
bears will do like humans 
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and stay inside, sleeping in 
their dens until the weather 
warms up again. The bears 
have put on the fat for the 
winter and rarely travel far 
from the den area until 
spring. 

In areas where known 
bear ranges are adjacent to 
suburban subdivisions, 
Harms said homeowners 
need to make sure they 
don’t entice the bears to 
venture onto their property. 

“In some of these subdi- 
visions, people like to put 
up feeders so they can 
watch wildlife, like deer,” 
he said. “But there is a dan- 
ger of bringing a bear near 
your house. You need to 
make sure that feeder is a 
few hundred yards away 
from the house. Make sure 
the bears can’t get to dog 
food or anything like that. 
If a bear constantly comes 
close to a house, it’s going 
to lose that fear of humans. 
Most bear attacks happen 
with bears that have lost 
their fear of humans. We 
need to avoid that.” 

In instances when it’s not 
practical to keep food 
sources from the bears? 
Harms suggests using hot- 
wire fencing to deter the 
bears. Dogs bred to be 
guard dogs can also help 
keep bears at bay. 

“But, you don’t want a 
dog that will chase the 
bear,” Harms said. “The 
dog will eventually catch 
up with the bear and may 
end up getting hurt when 
the bear turns around to 
defend itself.” 

Harms said there is a 
common myth a bear will 
stand on its hind legs 
before attacking. 

“The only reason bears 
get on their hind legs is to 
get their noses high in the 
air so they can smell you,” 
he said. 

Harms said anyone with 
an interest in black bears 
can visit 
www.bearwise.org. The 
website is supported by the 
Southeastern Association 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Agencies (SEAFWA). The 
Alabama Division of 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries is a member of 
SEAFWA. 

“The Bearwise website is 
a very good resource,” 
Harms said. “Any ques- 
tions you have about black 
bears will be answered on 
that website.”

: "Now Dont Forget It 
2 Peter 1:8-12 


8 The more you grow like this, the more productive and 
useful you will be in your knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 9 But those who fail to develop in this way are 
shortsighted or blind, forgetting that they have been 
cleansed from their old sins. 10 So, dear brothers and sis- 
ters, work hard to prove that you really are among those 
God has called and chosen. Do these things, and you will 
never fall away 12 Therefore, I will always remind you 
about these things—even though you already know them 
and are standing firm in the truth you have been taught. 


Peter tells us that the more we grow in these virtues: good- 
ness, knowledge, self-control, perseverance, godliness, 
kindness, and love (1:5-7), “the more productive and use- 
ful you will be in your knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” But if we are honest, as he keeps going, a lot of us 
are saying, “Heard it all before. Tell me something new.” 
But then Peter drops the clincher: “I will always remind 
you about these things—even though you already know 
them and are standing firm in the truth you have been 
taught.” 

If you look at Jude, Titus, 2 John, and 2 Peter? You will 
find that these Bible texts pretty much the same thing in 
these letters. They each: 

State their authority to write as a slave or apostle of Jesus. 
Call for the love, grace, and/or peace of Christ to be with 
the readers 

Warn of false teachers who could lead them away from 
Christ 

Encourage them to live a life of true faith in Christ 
Remind them that Jesus is going to come back and judge 
the world, so be ready. 

Those points are just as relevant today as they were then. 
Maybe the reason they kept repeating the same message 
was because the root issues for their readers, then and 
today, is that believers keep “forgetting that they have been 
cleansed from their old sins.” Isn’t that why we constantly 
need to seek repentance, constantly turning away from our 
sin and back to Christ? 

Maybe this is the reason we plow through Bible study after 
Bible study, but never really seem to grow. Maybe this is 
why we struggle with “right belief, but a wrong life.” 
Maybe the reason we’re not ready for the “new and rele- 
vant thing” is because there isn’t one. The message is the 
same then as it is now: Sin is real, its effects are catastroph- 
ic, but grace abounds, all can be saved, and we can all be 
examples of God’s perfect love. 

Now, don’t you forget it.

Leanna Johnson named 2018 
“Miss Softball” in Alabama 


The Alabama Sports Writers Association held its annual 
summer awards banquet last weekend and named 2018 
‘Miss Softball’ was Brantley Lady Bulldog softball stand- 
out Leanna Johnson. 

Johnson, a Troy University signee, led Brantley to the 
2018 Class 1A state championship with a 48-4 record. She 
recorded a state-best 536 strikeouts and 31 shutouts with 
an 0.45 earned run average. At the plate, Johnson batted 
.374 with seven home runs and 43 rbi’s. 

Johnson was the first Class 1A player to be selected 
Miss Softball, and had previously been awarded the award 
as the Gatorade Player of the Year for Alabama.

Many, harmful, organisms 


are found in lakes, rivers, 
along the coast, and in other 
bodies of water. Some bac- 
teria may lead to destruc- 
tive soft-tissue infections 
and other illnesses, the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH) cau- 
tions. 

Most soft-tissue infec- 
tions occur with either 
injury or with conditions 
such as poorly controlled 
diabetes or low immunity. 
However, sometimes other- 
wise healthy people can 
develop a skin infection 
after skin injury and being 
exposed to natural bodies 
of water. Some bacteria can 
cause more severe infec- 
tions than others. 

In brackish and warm sea 
water such as bay or gulf 
waters, Vibrio bacteria 
occur naturally. These bac- 
teria can cause disease in 
people who eat contaminat- 
ed seafood and in those 
with open wounds that are 
exposed to seawater. While 
there are numerous infec- 
tions every year, a small 
number of people develop 
serious or sometimes fatal 
infections. 

If a person has open 
wounds, cuts, abrasions and 
sores, stay out of the water. 
Persons with low immune 
systems, cancer, diabetes, 
liver disease, and other 
chronic conditions should 
avoid eating raw or under- 
cooked seafood, especially 
oysters. 

Vibrio bacteria can enter 
the body through a break in

the skin, or by, consuming 
contaminated seafood. If a 
person gets a cut while in 
the water, immediately 
wash the wound with soap 
and fresh water. If the 
wound shows any signs of 
infection (redness, pain or 
swelling) or if the cut is 
deep, get medical attention 
immediately. 

Vibrio illness symptoms 
may include diarrhea, vom- 
iting, abdominal pain, 
chills, fever, shock, skin 
lesions and wound infec- 
tions. In someone with a 
compromised immune sys- 
tem, the bacteria can infect 
the bloodstream and may 
result in death. 

With Vibrioskin infec- 
tions, surgery may be nec- 
essary. For all cases of 
Vibrio, it is important to 
begin treatment immediate- 
ly because early medical 
care and antibiotics 
improve survival. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
estimates that each year in 
the United States 80,000 
people become sick with 
vibriosis, and 100 people 
die from their infection. As 
of June 15 this year, there 
have been four cases of vib- 
tiosis reviewed and verified 
statewide and six other vib- 
riosis investigations are 
either open or awaiting 
review.
